Ho added that he had not corresponded with his parents for several 
years because of security reasons and that they were not aware of 
tils whereabouts. 

KUMITA advised that he had cbiapleted three yesrs 
of eolleee in Runsania prior to sen^hfi^ his one year (1940-41) In the 
Rovysenien Army. He said that he had never been arfilieted with any 
political party in Hvuaania and that although he was aware of the 
principles of the Iron Guard that he had never syepathlsed with 
them, ii^added, hoarover, that no had considered King IHCHABL as a__ 
good BBMSfiireh who was trying to help the Roumanian peopl:W ' > 
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HUMITA stated that in 1942 he was taken to Oernaajjy^;^ 
to woirk In a. forced labor caisp. He said that In Oerraony he wao 
stationed in Meehlenberg. He added that in 1945 he tried to escape 
from this labor ’caarp but was captured by the Gerssans and sent to ’ 

^chenwald where he remained until his liberation by the United States ' ""i.

HUMITA went on to relate that in 1945 he tsent . 

Gemaany to Robbs under the sponsorship of the Internatioisal Rehehllltetlei^ f 
&r^^leation «^re he stayed until his leaving for the United States 
RUmTA stated while In Home he was eonneeted with the.. laternatieysel 
RshsMlitatien orjpnisation serviag as Secretary to tl>e 71ee President 
of the Retrasnlan Roman CathoMcr Coimlttee. He said that the Prosidsnit 
o-f 'tltt CoBBsittee wasCReveren^tOSKA tdiotos a B^saa Catholic priest* 

Re said that there were someimeure between lOOO and 1500 esEebera of the 
caiop and to the best of his knowledge there was no Communist’ afflXiar*'- 
tien nor old members of the Iron Guard: ai&d that the CoBseittee wao 

completely seperate and conducted no businese with the offieial 
R<BUiBanian legation in RoBse. 






While in Home ISffiK&h. stated he received 
moBiey from the International Hehabilltation Orsanlsatlon« which oftEt^ 
isation was financing his stheollng at the University of Rone. At 
University of Rome HI^TA stated he received his Bachelor Degree in 
Reononlfts* 

HUMITA recalled CCK3TANTXK >aCUDA as a feUotr 
ttouma n lsn ■ atxtdent at the Univeraity of Bone and also' ae an ae^^tanpp.: 
in the United States. According to HUKITA^RICUDA end himself w^ere ' 
in different IRO camps In Rosse beecuae of their difference in roll 
faitn. .'Re said that ha had no hnowledge nsr had he ever made.as^ 
la«Buiry as to KICUOA'a past or present political be lief e. 
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H’Jj'ilTA statod that he had met r*rinc®Cj-SO/vLICEFF 
on one oeeaaion in Home when some of his money from the I HD was 
sent to the HoiDsanian Orthodox Camp by mistake. He said that he 
belieTod SKQALICEFF to be a Hussian because of his name but does 
not toow why he was connected with the Roumanian camp. He also 
stated that he had no way of knowing whether or not SKGALICEiFF 
was an imposter. 

As for OALl.ACORT, HUKITA had o:sly known her by 
name and eould not recall her first naiee.' Re sail that he understood 
she was an Italian escapee frcua Italy. Ke addled i;hat she eould hatw 
been eonnocted with the Roumanian leg^ttion in Eosse but he was not 










HOtClTA said he left Rome Tia train to 
Germany from where he sailed for the United States^ arriTins in Hew 
York in Marsh. 1951* HUKITA said that he was presently studyins 
Goyerassnt and Sn^ish at Wayne University evenings. 

HUMITA said that since eoadng to the United 
he had partieipated in no political activities nor had he had i 
©ontaete with the Roumanian Legation here or in Roq®. He said 
he had attended a Rous^ian function at idtieh he was ask<^ to 
speei&« Ho said th^t he st^^sted the possibility of organising 
"'Frieode of the Kin^^ club at this function. Re said that the 
peseibility of such a eXub had oeeured to him as a pa&^ng fan^ 
beecm^ Kij^ MICHAKL had been extremly i^lendly towards BeuBmdisi 
in Italy. He addled that he had been in ai^enee with the listg 
^eeasions in ^taly after Kizsg MICHASL 'abdicated the throne 




In addition to MICUDA, HUKITA SvSted that he was 
acquainted with QSOHQffi^USUj Wio j^s a student in architecture at the 
Uniiwrsity of Klehigan and IULIU>^)^TKAMU who was presently la Kilmtidseej, 
Wls^nsiA. Re stated that he knew theee two individuals as fellow 
Reusaanlaa refogeea in Italy but was not aware of ^eir political 
faiths* 



COMSTAm^^CUDA was . intez^ewed on Oecesibcr 29-» 
I95I2 by SA EOBSRT >r«- and the reporting agent. At that, time 

he stct^ he .was /liom At»^ 11 ,, 1922 In Brai^j. R umania. He said 
tl^ his father • TASIl£j^j>UCA| vas a retired .^pcrlistendent at 
sdbeels la having 'retired in 1951$ . KICUDA stated that he 

bad newer held easy positleas or jobs in Euffuania but had spent tibe 
entlb!^' tise t^ile there as\a student. He denied ever having been a 
member of the Iron Guard' - \ or ever participating in any poltlcel 
act iv i t les . there . \ ' 
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y.ICODA stated that in the latter part of January, 
19^ he left Rusaanla to study engineering in Berlin, Charlottenburg, 
Offinaany* He said that Rouraauilana desiring to study en^neering or 
meifiieine in Oerraany i^sre not questioned as to their ndlitical beliefs' 
end ensre exwnpted from ledlitary serrice^ He stated that he stayed 
in Berlin until 1944 when he vent to Vienna, Austria with the rest 
of the Hounanian students in Berlin. KICUDA denied that he had 
arganlsed Hadio Danov in Vienna and said that the only contact he 
had with that radio station was to play the harmonica on a radio 
program on Mothers* bay in 1944. 

He said that in Vienna ae the Seriet Armies 
aoproaohed on doe side end the Western Armies fyon the other, the 
Sounsaniems were nsered from place to place uzstil their final liberation 
by British trooi». He said that after the British troops arrived he 
vae plaeed in an exchange camp* ?ircuDA described thie camp as one 
for iiotnsanlan legation personnel and their fellies, students and 
entertainers* He said that he stay^ in thie escha^e camp for about 
otse month when they were transferred to Bologna, Italy from where they 
were to go by water to Rumania* KICUilA said that he and about ten 
others were allowed to remain in Italy as political refugees rather 
than return to Rumania as the result of a request from the Vatican* 
MTCUDA stated that while in Roma he studied at the University of Rpmo 
9S ^i>ell as holding a part time job as an artist* 





He stated that he received apse assistance 
the IRQ and one ^'200 loan from a 'Doctor) BRHBBT^TIISFSL. He added 
that Dr* STIEFEL was an HD from Switssrland whom he had met when 
STTKFEL 'visited Roms and ho (KIOUDA) acted as a guide* He added that 
he still maintains a eorresnondenea with Dr* 3TIEFni . 



MICUDA stated that ho knew HU?<ITA as a fellow 
student at the Uniweirelty of Rome and ao "i fk*lend in the United 
States* He added that he was not aware of the oolitleal beliefs of 
HUHITA. He denied knowing • rince-EMOALICSFF or bON'SKOV* HICUOA 
stated, that he had met VI0.;AC;^^I.LAC0RT through the church in Italy 
and had vialted her and her husband at their home on several oeeasions* 

He said they had always apoeared to hare plenty of money and he had 
uaderatood they owned a aoap factory in Italy* He said that he did 
not know whether Mrs* DAl-LACv.'RT had any official conneetions with the 
Roumanian Legation in Italy or not but added that she had called Ru mani a 
long distance from Rbme on various occasions* Ks exnlalnod his know* 
lodge of these calls by stating that he had been in her home at the 
time when the calls were made* Hs said that ao far as he knew these j 
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calls of s persons! nature. MXCUDA* stated he had had ns eentaets 

with the Hcnuaeialan Les&tlon in Italy. 



mCUDA stated that he eaiae to the United 
in 1950 and had taken out first eitisenship papers. He 
he was married to MARJORIi^'^^CUDAy naa ^SSfi^, 'an African eit! 
ky hirth* He said that he was employed at t)to Kaiser Frailer 
avion as an engineer and resided at 6l6 Nor^ Riyer, Ypsilantl 




. MIOUDA reoalled the fast that he and HUKITA had 
proposed a *Triends of the King** club in honor of KiByg..|UOJiA^;::l^s&.„.^ 
denied that it had 'had any political implications. 
club had neyer progressed beyond the first stage of suggesticm and 
had hot fsaterialisid because neither hemr HUmTA had been ie^erested 
eaoc^t to ^cah it. Be also adyised that the friends of the King 
Cia^ had recelyed som unfayor-^ble publicity due to sdsintorpretatioa 
placed cn its puB^se. 

MICUDA affirmed that he neyer engaged in any 
political actiyities in the United States and had neyer been in 
contact with the Roumanian legation here. 
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
